To bear Faster Russell is the desire 
if many Catholics, Protestants ant 
Independent thinkers, who appreciate 
the polished sermons of the cele­ 
brated editor, a ut Intr and orator of 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle. 
Pastor II.iiss**!! usually speaks under 
the auspices of the united arian Bible 
classes of ike large cities, in public 
places, where ail may assemble on 
neutral ground, free from denomina­ 
tional prejudice, the pastor accept ii?::; 
only invitations where the seam are 
free arid no collection to be taken, he 
la tern accepting no fee for bn lee 
tares. 
Perhaps the meet remarkable con­ 
gregation on earth is that of the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, over *20 ration 
alities being represented in as bourd 
cf Alders and deacons, 
Pastor Row* 
‘ sell, when iii America, orally serves 
bis congregation on the first Sunday 
of each rn.nib. The Academy of Mu­ 
sic. Brooklyn’s largest auditorium, is 
now .used on Pastor Russell's home 
days and is often Insufficient to ac­ 
commodate the ever-increasing crowd. 
Pastor Russell, by his defense of 
the Bible as God’s inspired revelation 
to man, has won the admiration of 
the vast majority of unprejudiced 
truth-seeking Bible students, fie came 
Into prominence in New England in 
1877. 
Since then his field of activity 
has continually broadened, until now 
over 10,000,000 American families are 
served by the 1,000 newspapers now 
publishing bis weekly sermons. He is 
the author of a work now in its fousih 
million. 
Why He Became Independent. 
He was reared tinder the strictest 
se tiglons discipline as a Protestant. 
His Instructors believed and taught 
the ©Id style “Hell Fire” doctrine. To 
•ave his fellows from such a fate he 
.went about his native city. inscribing 
upon walls and fences Bible texts 
calling sinners to repentance. 
During 
the next few years, while growing 
I up into commercial life he devoted 
much time to the investigation of Bod 
dbaism. Confucianism and other orien­ 
tal religions, to the end that they were 
found unworthy of credence. 
The 
thought “Which ta the true gospel 
became a living question in his inquir­ 
ing mind, which continually reverted 
to the mixed condition and contrary 
claims of Christendom. He questioned 
“Should I try to find the truth? Why 
not lay aside such arduous study and 
win fame and. fortune in a most prom­ 


ising commercial life now well start­ 
ed?’’ 
This be was about to do. but 
decided ihaf he would first investigate 
the Scriptures and let the Bible speak 
for itself on fire and brimstone. 
Amazed at tile harmonious testimony 
proving nu unexpected but satisfac­ 
tory answer, he continued a “topical” 
Bible research and was brought to a 
complete confidence In the Bible as be­ 
ing inspired by an all-wise, all-power­ 
ful, all-just and loving Creator, worthy 
to be adored and worshiped. This was 
a beginning of a new ambition, and 
the question then was. What should he 
do and bow he should do it. 
Deter­ 
mining, if possible, to reach every 
trutb-seeker. whether Catholic, Prot­ 
estant. Jew or Free-thinker, he found 
St necessary to stand free of fill sec­ 
tarian bonds and to inaugurate an in­ 
dependent work. 
His first effort was 
the preparation of a booklet entitled, 
“Food 
for 
Thinking 
Christians"— 
1,400,<30'> copies being delivered to the 
public free of cost. 


Intercede! In Jewish Hopes. 
Pastor Russell early discovered that 
hundreds of texts relating to the prom­ 
ises of Israel were as yet unfulfilled. 
aud he became intensely interested in 
the history of the Jews. past, present 
and future—but especially in their fu­ 
ture. 
An extensive tour of the Holy 
Land was accomplished In 1892. 
The 
bud of the coming Jewish nation had 
scan cly put forth at that time. 
How­ 
ever, great strides toward a Jewish 
polity have since been accomplished. 
and Pastor Russell predicts that the 
budding of a Jewish springtime will 
soon be recorded in history. 
Ile revisited Palestine last spring 
and addressed the Jews in the largest 
hall iii Jerusalem from Isaiah xi, I, *2. 
Upon his*arrival home. Pastor Russell 
announced that bls next topic at the 
Academy of Music would be “Jerusa­ 
lem ” 
So* unusual, so strange, to see 
a Christian minister dilating upon Jew 
ish hopes that all Jewry waited in ex­ 
pectation of something—they knew not 
w hat 
So great was the Interest on 
this occasion that hundreds of Jews. 
as wed as hundreds of Gentiles, were 
unable to obtain admittance to bear 
the speaker. This discourse was pub 
Ashed in 15 New York Jewish news­ 
papers and by the Jewish press of 
many cities in Great Britain, Russia 
and America. 
Last October he addressed a Jewish 
mass meeting in the New York Hip­ 
podrome on “Zionism in Prophecy.” 
and has since addressed Jewish mass 
meetings in the London Roy ai Albert 
Hall and ii Manchester. Glasgow and 
the Chicago Armory, Since return mg 
from Europe he has spoken *iu many 
cities,

two separate trips to Great Britain.

Tile man who, going 
under the 
name of H . W. VanZandt, establish­ 
ed the Paradise American and Boyd 
Call a few mouths ago, was arrested 
and jailed at Coburn, V a., Satur­ 
day, and as we go to press the pris­ 
oner in company with Deputy Sheriff 
John Branch is on ins way back to 
Decatur to answer to the charge of 
forgery committed at Boyd about six 
weeks ago.Q That VanZandt is a 
crook of tile first magnitude has been 
amply proven. 
He is wanted in Cali­ 
fornia, Kansas 
and Nebraska for 
crimes similar to the one he commit­ 
ted against tile (Continental 
State 
bank at Boyd. 
The readers of the 
Messenger are familiar with 
Can 
Zandt’s escapade at Boyd and how 
he made good his escape. 
A few days after his departure 
from Boyd, and while the sheriff’s 
department and the state bankers’ 
detective agency were busily engaged 
in sending descriptive circulars of 
the culprit throughout the country, a 
man answering YauZandt’s discript- 
ion was arrested and jailed at Twin 
Falls, Idaho. 
Messages were ex­ 
changed between Sheriff JFaith and 
the Idaho officials, requisition papers 
were prepared and ever} tiling was in 
readiness to have the man returned 
here, but just before Sheriff Faith 
boarded llie train to go to Idaho he 
received a message from the deputy 
sheriff at Twin Falls staling that the 
man captured.,was not the fugative 
editor, and was £set ut liberty, 
It 
is believed the Idaho officers had the 
right;;mu n, but through a deal of 
shady character between tile prisoner 
and a jail attache VanZandt went 
free before our officer could arrive. 
Nothing w as’ heard 
of the hunted 
newspaper man after the I win Fails 
affair until last Saturday, when Sher­ 
iff Faith received word from the sher­ 
iff of Wise county, Virginia, to the 
effect that VanZandt had been cap­ 
tured and jailed at Coburn. 
The 
man had only reently arrived in the 
town in company with a fellow who 
the Virginia officials knew to he a 
crook. 
A short time after he and 
Ins companion arrived in Coburn, 
VanZandt started preparations to 
establish a. newspaper. 
Then officers I 
who had been supplied with circulars 
about VanZandt, stepped in and took 
the ex-editor from Paradise to jail. 
Word was immediately sent to Sher­ 
iff Faith, who got busy with the nec­ 
essary papers to > av e£ th e prisoner 
brought back. 
While waiting for the 
return of the requisition from Austin 
and after telegraphing the Virginia 
officer he was coming for the man, 
Sheriff Faith received what was evi­ 
dently a bogus telegram from the 
“ Norton Board of T rad e .” 
Norton 
is a town off a bout 1,500 inhabitants 
and is only j> short distance from 
Coburn. Si The telegram signed “ Nor­ 
ton Board of Trade” stated Blat the 
man under arrest at Coburn was not 
a fugative^ from justice and did not 
answer VanZandt’a description. The 
“ Board of T rade” demanded an ans­ 
wer to this telegram, which demand 
our sheriff ignored while he sent a 
message to the officer at Coburn to 
hold bis man and keep watch on the 
woman who has followed VanZandt 


from Chicago, claiming 
to be his 
wife. 
It is thought by the local of­ 
ficers the woman in the case concoct­ 
ed the board of trade telegram. 
Fearing the woman, aided by Van 
Zandt’s experience an a criminal, up- 
the solicitation of County Attorney 
Ratliff the governor Monday wired 
the cldef magistrate of V irginia to 
have VanZandt held for the Texas 
officers. 
Deputy Sheriff Branch left 
here 
Tuesday afternoon for the Virginia 
town. 
A short time after ids depart­ 
ure a telegram was received from the 
sheriff at Coburn, stating that be­ 
yond all doubt the right man was in Texas. 
captured and that he would be held. 
This telegram stamped the “ Board o f 
Trade” message a forgery. 
We learn that Detective Boyd of 
the State Bankers association, says 
in all probability the woman who has 
been assisting the forger in his ef­ 
forts to escape the penalty of the 
law, will lie taken in hands. 
Asso­ 
ciating with a man of V anZ andt' a 
stripe she is probably a smooth ac­ 
complice in some of the Cf i Hies the 
man has put over on the public. 
The prisoner is due to. arrive here 
about Munday or Tuesday. 
The crime for winch this man must 
answer in this county was well execu­ 
ted and his victim, Cashier K oontz 
of the Cintinental bank at Boyd, was 
promptly caught. 
VanZandt drifted 
into Paradise sometime in December 
and established a newspaper which 
he styled the “ American.” 
He was a 
good talker, well educated and pos­ 
sessed of some culture and refine­ 
ment. 
He took considerable interest 
in church, society and all charitable 
work, and when the prohibtion cam­ 
paign assumed 
interesting propor­ 
tion ftie jumped into the fray and en­ 
deavored to have the pro executive 
committee give his publication the 
“ official organ” stamp. 
This the 
committee declined to do. Seemingly 
prosperous and widening ins circle 
of acquaintance VanZandt opened up 
another plant al Boyd, publishing 
tl>e “ Cali ” 
Both publications were 
given good support by the citizens in 
those communities, 
and everything 
apparently running as smoothly as 
clockwork. 
Between bis busy work 
hours the editor would divide Ins 
time with church and social affairs, 
He talked knowingly about big, mo­ 
mentos affairs of the world, shook 
hands and slapped the backs of Torn, J 
Dick and Harry. His popularity got j 
well established, and the time was j 
ripe for the crime he had practiced on 
other occasions in other states. 
A 
fraudelent draft on the M urray State 
Bank of M urray, Utah, was presented 
by the editor at Cashier K Donee’s 
bank for the neat sum of $649.72. The 
draft was promptly honored, 
Van 
Zandt, 
while pocketing half 
the 
amount and leaving the other half on 
deposit with the accommodating and 
courteous Mr. Koodco confided to 


Here all trace of the Paradise-B ojd 
newspaperman was lost until Twin 
Falls, Idaho, officer* made their cap­ 
ture. 
The following circular, with a cist 
of VanZandt, was 
tent broadcast 
throughout the country by the Texas 
State Bankers association, tie* Boyd 
banking institution Iwing identified 
with the association. 
This circular 
along with cards mailed out by our 
sheriff’s department, were seat out 
immediately following the report of 
the crime, and they proved the undo­ 
ing of what is believed to be one of 
the smoothest crooks ever operating 
The circular reads: 
“ 180.00 Rew ard—The Texas State 
B ankers’ association will pay under 
its rules $50.00 reward for the arrest 
aud detention bf tho below described 
man, if he is held until the sheriff of 
Wise county, Texas, arrives with pa­ 
pers: 
Age 50 years, height 5 feet 8 
indies, weight 100 pounds, shoes si rn 
7, fat hands, hair gray, eyes gray, 
complexion fair, good dresser, ner­ 
vous, wine drinker. 
When last seen 
was clean shaven, wears two rings on 
left hand; W. C. Duckworth, alias 
W. C. Stoma 
alias 
W. Clement 
Stone, alias VV, (J. VanZandt, alias 
ll. W, VanZandt, alias Will Ch Ora­ 
son; newspaper publisher, has work­ 
ed in St, Louis, Mo., on I Vest-Dis­ 
patch. 
He at one time published a 
paper at Sidney, Neb., under the 
name of VV. C. VanZandt, skipped 
out, and afterwards published a pa­ 
per, Hughson Citizen at Hughson. 
C ab, under Ute name of W. Clement 
Stone, issued a lot of bail checks, 
then skipped. 
Next heard from he 
published a paper, Abby Ville Regis­ 
ter, Abby Ville, Reno county, 
Kure, 
under the nome of Will C. C rn sen. 
Skipped out last December, BHO, and 
came Lo Paradise, Wise county, Tex­ 
an and published the Pa r adj se ’Ameri­ 
can, and at Boyd, same county, pub­ 
lished the Boyd Call, under name of 
ii,. W. VanZandt, 
Bought 
both 
printing plants on installment plan, 
making only first payment on same, 
left in Hi rec weeks after buying last 
plant. 
Swindled bank in this vicini­ 
ty by» cashing forged drafts,” 
'J’he above reward was raised by 
Sheriff Faith and the Boyd bank and 
private subscriptions to something 
like $150.

Lettr&s de cachet was the name civ 
en in France to w arrants sealed with 
the king’s seal ordering persona to be 
thrown into prison or exiled. 
The 
first came into use about 1C70 aud 
shortly became one of the popular ter 
runs of France. 
It Is said that no less 
than 9,000 lettres de cachet were is 
sued during tile reign of Louis XIV. 
and 80,000 during the reign of Louis 
XV. 
In many cases these terrible doc­ 
uments were Secretly sold aud used 
as a source of illicit revenue. 
They 
were frequently signed in blank, and 
the holder of one of these royal ter 
rors could write In the name of any 
person ^ g a in st whom he happened to 
have a grudge. 
The national assem ­ 
bly abolished this iniquitous privilege 
of issuing lettres de cachet on Nov. I. 
USO.
